P erhaps it helps the 
slapper more than the slapped by 
relieving the tension of his tem ­ 
per, but it does change the direc­ 
tion of a child’s thinking and be­ 
havior a t critical tim es, and if 
applied w ith discretion does no 
harm .

great difficulty

telligently applied is the tendency 
to repeat it so tha t its efficacy is 
ruined. 
C hildren who are accus­ 
tomed to being slapped do not 
mind it. It is only the unusual 
slap, sm a rt and 
quick

right place, tha t does the trick. 
It is em ergency tre a tm e n t only . 
Lea ds to Ly ing 
A whipping is ano ther m atter. 
It is a 
deliberate 
infliction of 
pain and hum iliation and its ef­ 
fects are m ore m ental than phy s­ 
ical and not for the betterm ent 
of the child. 
I t is a dangerous 
m ethod of discipline, used by peo­ 
ple 
easily angered, 
on helpless 
children who resent 
the whole 
business as an im position of force. 
They are frightened and cowed 
by it, and they do n o t incline 
their 
minds 
tow ard 
the 
better 
way . On the contrary , they learn 
to avoid it by ly ing and by eva­ 
sion. 
A sm art spank given in em er­ 
gency is accepted by the child as 
just that. 
He knows som ething 
was coming to him and m akes no 
difficulty about it in his mind. 
His thinking redirected, he list­ 
ens to w hat is said to him, un­ 
derstands the righteousness of it, 
and reform s his way s. 
Tea ch by Go o d Ex a mple 
Even slaps ought to be counted 
outside 
of good 
discipline 
and 
counted in as failures on both 
sides. 
C hildren are taug ht the 
right w ay s through good ex ample 
and fine leadership and not by 
slaps or whippings. V ery y oung 
children som etim es persist in do­ 
ing w rong in spite of the best 
ex am ple and instruction. 
It is 
these who bring on the em ergency 
that calls for the quick, sm art 
slap on the seat.

An appallin g lack of antiaircraft w eapon s for 
ou r nav y has been rev ealed in d ispatches from 
Washington. 
Not ev en the latest and largest of 
our battleships are fully armed against bomber 
attack. 
The smaller 
v essels which 
would be 
used for conv oy duty for the most part hav e only 
obsolete antiaircraft weapons and 
not enough 
of them. 
The nav y is well satisfied with its big 5-inch 
antiaircraft cannon, but there aren’t enough of 
these guns to go around and there is little pros­ 
pect of an adequate 
supply for many , many 
months to come. 
Meanwhile the nav y must rely 
to a large ex tent upon obsolete 3-inch antiaircraft 
guns which fire a smaller shell and hav e a much 
shorter range. 
Bombers now fly at heights 
which are w-ell bey ond the range of the 3-inch gun. 
The shortage of modern rapid fire guns of 
smaller caliber for use against div e bombers and

I f those people w ere asked to ex plain 
w ha t the y m e a n t by thin kin g m ore of thin g s tha n 
person s, I dou bt w he ther an y of them cou ld giv e 
a logical e x plan ation . 
If n o on e thou g ht of thin g s m ore tha n people 
the re w ou ld be few, if an y , thin g s to su pport peo­ 
ple. 
I t is tru e th a t m an c an n ot liv e by bre ad 
alon e bu t it is also tru e th a t he c an n ot liv e w ith­ 
ou t bread, or w ithou t thin gs. 
T here alw ay s a re people in the w orld w ho w a n t 
an d n eed thin gs. 
If these w a n ts w ere com pletely 
satisfied , as those w ho u se the phra se im ply they 
cou ld be, if som e m en did n ot thin k m ore of thin g s 
tha n people, then the re cou ld n e v e r be a n y n ew 
capital. 
T hen the re cou ld n e v e r be an y la rg e r 
popu lation n or an y hig her s ta n d a rd of liv in g. 
If those people w ou ld an aly ze th e ir ow n a c ­ 
tion s, they w ou ld fin d th a t they too thou g ht a bou t 
thin g s m ore than they did a bou t othe r people, 
ev ery tim e they con su m ed or sav ed a n y thin g .

v ation or relegate them to a pos­ 
ition of mere toleration. 
From 
these standpoints, as well as the 
others, forests are a v itally im­ 
portant adjunct to a well rounded 
civ ilization. 
California is especially fortun­ 
ate in the 
great v ariety and 
abundance of its trees and forests. 
It is the only home of the Red­ 
woods—the "Big Tree” (Sequoia 
Gigantea), indigenous to the High 
Sierras and the Coast Redwood 
(S. Semperv irens), found along 
the coast from Monterey Co. To 
(and somewhat ov er) the Oregon 
Boundry . The “ Big Tree” is well 
protected and its perpetuation as­ 
sured, but not so the Coast Red­ 
wood. 
This latter tree, taller than, 
but not as great in age or girth as 
the “ Big Tree” is,'w ith the ex ­ 
ception of those areas now owned 
by th# state, in the hands of pri­ 
v ate interests. 
Since 19 18 an or­ 
ganization calling themselv es The- 
Sav e-the-Redwoods League 
has 
fought v aliently to acquire from 
priv ate owners, certain highly de­ 
sirable areas for preserv ation in 
state parks. This organization has 
had to depend entirely on priv ate 
donations. 
The sum it raises is 
matched by the state and used to 
purchase 
prev iously 
determined 
grov es or 
especially attractiv e 
stands of Redwoods. 
As far as I 
know all the state Redwood parks 
hav e been acquired in this way . 
One receiv es a considerable de­ 
gree of satisfaction in knowing 
that the small sum required to 
join the League will be used to 
help preserv e these magnificent 
trees from ex tinction. 
After all, 
they are a priceless heritage. 
To 
permite their destruction to go 
unchecked is, indeed, a black spot 
on our highly v aunted civ ilization. 
Now that the state and federal 
gov ernments are being called up­ 
on to meet additional ex penses it 
is up to the indiv idual citizen to 
ex ert 
himself ev en 
greater 
to 
maintain the elements that make 
life worth liv ing in California and 
the United States.

WASHINGTON—The President 
has taken no public stand on 
the Vinson anti-strike bill, but 
he dropped a clue to his attitude 
during his luncheon with AFL 
chief Dan Tobin. 
The genial, white-thatched boss 
of the teamsters’ union is one of 
Roosev elt’s closest labor friends. 
Also, one of the most outspoken. 
He bluntly denounced the bill as 
a reactionary attack on labor, 
and warned the President that if 
it became law it would hav e a 
bad effect xon the defense pro­ 
gram. 
"You can’t legislate a working 
man into stay ing on a job if he 
wants 
to 
quit,” 
Tobin 
argued. 
“ And that’s just what this bill 
amounts to. 
It is neither con­ 
stitutional 
nor 
necessary . 
I 
realize that a strike can be a 
serious 
hazard 
to 
the 
defense 
program, but restrictiv e legisla­ 
tion 
against 
unions isn’t the 
answer. 
“ Furthermore, 
the 
mediation 
board y ou hav e set up is per­ 
forming splendidly . 
It has set­ 
tled ev ery major strike turned 
ov er to it without delay . 
What 
more can congress ask? 
Actual­ 
ly , this strike situation isn’t as 
serious as some anti-labor cong- 
gressmen want the country to be­ 
liev e. 
They are making a big 
hullabaloo about strikes for the 
real purpose of cracking down 
on the workers.” 
When Tobin finished, the Pres­ 
ident, 
who 
had 
been 
listening 
silently , remarked quietly , “ You 
needn’t worry about the bill be­ 
coming law, Dan.” 
Tobin is conv inced that Roose­ 
v elt meant he was ready to use 
his v eto power if that became 
necessary .

Tobin also urged the President 
to use his influence to persuade 
Eire to make air bases av ailable 
to Britain.

first mov e by turning ov er bases 
in Ireland to the RAF. 
“ I was born in Ireland, but 
I am first and alway s an Ameri­ 
can, and I believ e it would be 
in our interest as well as Brit­ 
ain’s to help the RAF get the 
bases.”

The secret serv ice was inform­ 
ed of the racket by Portuguese 
officials, who believ e the bogus 
money is being printed either in

Thousands of refugees hav e been 
fleeced by the counterfeiters. 
A French refugee who arriv ed 
in Boston recently with his fam­ 
ily was heartbroken to learn from 
a bank that his entire sav ings, 
$5500,

$2 bills which had been skill­ 
fully raised to “ 50s.”

The right to join 
a union and to bargain collect­ 
iv ely is also settled. 
But in act­ 
ual practice the right to work 
is denied by labor organizations, 
and by many public officials, lo­ 
cal, state and federal. 
The Tex as statute adds little 
or nothing to the well known 
principle of assault and battery . 
Since 
the 
time 
whereunto 
the 
memory of man runneth not to 
the contrary that has been il­ 
legal, regardless of the purpose 
of the assault. 
The Tex as law 
Ls significant because it does spe­ 
cifically recognize the right to 
work. 
But as Brand Whitlock once 
profoundly said, “ Law is what­ 
ev er the public will back up.” 
If old-fashioned assault and bat­ 
tery during a strike is winked at 
by prosecutors, police and juries, 
it adds little to pass a new law 
on the subject. 
In this, as in so 
many other cases, there is no one 
to finally rely on but the people. 
Do the people really believ e that 
a man has the right to work? 
Heretofore 
the 
question 
has 
generally inv olv ed union v ersus 
non-union. 
But it now inv olv es 
union v ersus union. 
Members of 
one union want to work; mem­ 
bers of another want to strike. 
The second group insists that the 
first shall not work. 
Further, it 
insists that the first group giv e 
up the union it prefers and join 
a union it dislikes. 
And so organized labor lead­ 
ers themselv es are beginning to 
defend the right to work, but 
only when another union denies 
it. 
They 
hav e 
npt 
taken 
up 
cudgels in defense of the right 


to work by the non-union em­ 
ploy e, or by members of “ inde­ 
pendent” unions. Nev ertheless re­ 
cent statements indicate that the 
fundamental issue cannot be for­ 
ev er put off. 
For ex ample, President William 
Green of the A. F. of L., say s, 
“ The second menace to our de­ 
fense program is the strike by a 
minority group to gain a control 
that has not been earned on a 
basis of union membership. The 
picket line keeps workers out of 
the plant (please note) so that 
production is stopped. 
Later it 
is used 
to 
force 
pay ment 
of 
dues.” 
President Green is on absolute­ 
ly sound ground here so far as 
he goes. 
He say s that a minor­ 
ity shall not keep a majority 
from working. 
He does not state 
the alternativ e: May a majority 
keep a minority from working? 
In short, does a minority hav e 
any rights a labor majority is 
bound to respect? Does the right 
to work come from the consti­ 
tution of the United States or 
only from labor leaders ? 
The question also bothers the 
CIO. 
In a recent number of 
the CIO News, they complain of 
an A. F. of L. carpenter union 
which 
“ hav ing 
a 
closed 
shop 
agreement with a few contrac­ 
tors they were in* a position to 
take adv antage of the defense 
program.” 
In another case the 
CIO condemns the “ stubborn re­ 
fusal of the company , which had 
fostered 
the 
closed 
shop 
and 
check-off for a company union 
until a crack down by the U. 
S. 
circuit court of appeals to 
grant 
the 
same 
check-off 
and 
closed shop to local 411!” 
This sums up to nothing more 
than “ our” closed shop is a sweet- 
scented fortress for the down­ 
trodden, whereas 
"y our” 
closed 
shop is a tool of ty ranny both 
against honest working man and 
the nation struggling to prepare^ 
for war. 
This may be human? 
nature, but it leav es the impres­ 
sion that the real issue is noth­ 
ing more than which union is to 
gather the spoils. 
If y ou join 
our union and pay for the priv ­ 
ilege of a job, y ou can work. 
Otherwise not.
